MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during July, 
1931, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival, 


aggregated 6,849,000 tons. a decrease of 569,000 tons, 
or 7-7 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 


total for July, 1930. Declines were recorded in the 
arrivals with cargo from the majority of the trading 
areas shown in the published returns, the more con- 
spicuous being ‘“*‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,”’ 
‘* North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ and ‘* West 
Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast),’’ but 
there was a marked increase in respect of ‘‘ South 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ mainly due to largely in- 
creased shipments of orain from the Argentine. With 
regard t principal nationalities concerned, over 
four-fifths of the total decrease Was accounted for by 
a falling off of 466,000 tons, or 9-6 per cent., in the 
tonnage of British vessels. French tonnage decreased 
by 29,000 tons, or 10-5 per cent., and the United States 
tonnage by 73,000 tons, or 18°8 per cent., while an 
increase of 41,000 tons, or 16-9 per cent., was recorded 
in the case of German vessels. The British proportion 
of the net tonnage of the arrivals with cargo was 64 per 
cent. in July, 1951, and 66 per cent. in July, 1930.

The vessels that departed during July, 1931, from 
ports at which they had loaded cargo for abroad, aggre- 
gated 6,224,000 tons, a decrease of 532,000 tons, or «Y 
per cent., as compared with the corresponding month 
of 1930. Substantial decreases were recorded in the 
tonnage that departed with cargo for ‘‘ Northern 
Europe (Foreign) ’’ and for ‘‘ North America—Atlanti¢ 
Coast,’’ while large proportionate decreases were shown 
in respect of the areas ‘‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries.’’ The only increase of importance was tha 
of 43,000 tons, or 55 per cent., in the departures tor 
‘* West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast).

INDUSTRY AND TRADE 


_ Partly owing to the fact that statistics of the various 
factors in the industrial situation are not uniformly 
available for any month later than February, 1931, and 
partly because of the conflict and contradiction between 
the trends of many of these factors, it is a matter of 
considerable difficulty to form a correct appraisal of the 
present industrial situation, states the British Com- 
mercial Counsellor at Rome in the course of his 
"Report on Kconomic Conditions in Italy. To take 
rst those elements in which an improvement has 
taken place; the total quantity (in thousands of tons) 
ot goods shipped by rail on private account, as distinct 
‘rom those for Government departments, rose from 
9,264 in February last fo 8,829 in March. It should be 
noted that although a comparison of these figures de- 
notes a certain improvement, they compare most 
unfavourably with those of last year, viz.: 4,193 and 
4.644 respectively. | 


The output of steel, the degree of activity in the cot- 
‘on spinning industry, were also greater in March than

in February, while the exports of manufactured goods 
increased in value from 403-6 million lire in January 
to 519°1 million lire in February, and industrial unem- 
ployment figures fell from 503,629 in February to 
493,966 in March. 


On the reverse side of the medal there is a drop in 
the index figure of industrial activity, representing 
hours of work carried out by workmen in all industries, 
from 93:09 in January to 91-87 in February. There are 
also considerable decreases in the same two months in 
the importation of raw materials for industry, viz. : from 
408-2 million lire to 868°6 million lire; in imports of coal 
(including that on Reparations account), which fell from 
961,885 tons to 834,192 tons; and in the consumption 
of electric energy, which dropped from 779,187 
thousands k.w.h. to 715,718 thousands k.w.h. 


Another criterion of the industrial situation which 
must not be overlooked is afforded by the Stock Ex- 
change quotations, which show a continual decline from 
the closing day of February to that of April, 1931, in 
the case of the leading banks, the Navigazione Generale 
Italiana, metallurgy, engineering and mining shares, 
Fiat (motor vehicles), Pirelli, and food products, while 
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as regards textiles manufacturers, Snia Viscosa alone 
rose continuously during the period in question, 
whereas cotton, wool and silk waste fell con- 
tinuously, and linen and hemp rose in March to 
fall again in April below the February level. The 
same applies to the Edison electricity group, but the 
Adriatica combine’s shares fell all the time. The only 
stocks quoted in the table from which these facts are 
drawn (viz.: in the Monthly Survey for April of Italian 
Trade and Industry) to rise steadily from January 31 to 
April 30, 1931, were Government bonds, viz.: Italian 
34 per cent. Rentes from 71-80 to 73-35, and National 
Loan 5 per cent. from 81-35 to 84-85. 

Another unsatisfactory feature of the situation is 
afforded by the fact that stocks of tomato paste and 
canned tomatoes are still accumulating as the result of 
the increase in the United States tariff in 1930, and by 
the result of over-production in the home-grown beet 
industry, whereby the unsold surplus from the previous 
sugar year of 62,000 tons has been swollen by a further 
carry over of 28,000 tons from the last sugar season. 

There is, however, one recent development of a satis- 
factory nature which will give a badly needed fillip to 
Italian factories and shipbuilding yards, viz.: the 
second Trade Agreement between the Italian and Soviet 
Governments for orders during 1931 for 350 million lire 
worth of machinery, ships, aviation material, motor 
vehicles and tractors, fertilisers, chemical products and 
dyes, etc., in addition to the 200 million lire worth of 
orders placed under the first Trade Agreement. 


FOREIGN TRADE 

The total quantity of goods imported into Italy during 
the year 1930 was 25,362,218 tons, and exports were 
4 270,296 tons, making a total of 29,632,514 tons. The 
same figures for the previous year were 27,474,315 tons 
and 4,789,470 tons respectively, making a total of 
32,263,785 tons. The total foreign trade therefore 
showed, on the basis of weight alone, a reduction over 
the previous year of about 8 per cent. Statistics worked 
out on the more correct basis of the index figure, in rela- 
tion both to quantity as well as the importance of the 
goods imported or exported, show a reduction of only 
7°51 per cent. in imports over the preceding year and 
4-88 per cent. In exports. 

As regards values, these amounted for imports in 
1930 to 17 milliard lire as compared with 21 and 22 
milliard lire respectively for the preceding two years of 
1929 and 1928, and for the same years the exports were 
12, 15 and 14 milliard lire respectively. 

The first four months of the current year show still 
further reductions in the values of imports and exports 
which, according to the latest figures available, were 
4-16 milliard lire for imports and 3-18 milliard lire for 
exports, as against 6-07 and 4°13 milliard lire respec- 
tively for the same period of 1930. 

The decreased value of Italy’s foreign trade in 1930 
is largely due to the general reduction of world com- 
modity prices. 

Imports comprised four main groups, namely, raw 
materials 50 per cent., as against 37 per cent. in 1929; 
foodstuffs 25 per cent.; partly manufactured goods 23 
per cent., and the balance 22 per cent. of finished pro- 
ducts. The percentages of exports were: finished pro- 
ducts 41 per cent., as against 45 per cent. in 1929: 
foodstuffs 26 per cent.; partly manufactured goods 22 
per cent., and raw materials 11 per cent. An individual 
trade balance of these four categories of commodities, 
calculated on the above percentages, gives a favourable 
balance of 1-2 milliard lire on finished products and 
adverse balances on the other three groups of 44 milliard 
lire on raw materials, 1°08 milliard lire on partly manu- 
factured articles, and 0-86 milliard lire on foodstuffs. 


IMPROVING TRADE BALANCE 
The net result of the year’s international trading, 
however, shows a considerable improvement in the 
visible adverse trade balance over the two previous 


years.

The excess of imports over exports for the three years 
in question was 7-3 milliard lire in 1928; 6-4 in 1929 
and 52 milliard lire in 1930, or 19:5 per cent. 
less than the previous year. This result may be con- 
sidered particularly favourable as there was a greater 
reduction in the price of exported goods, calculated at 
16°40 per cent., than in those imported (13-01 per cent.), 
and it, therefore, necessitated proportionately heavier 
exports to obtain this result than would have been 
necessary had prices remained at the 1929 level. 

Statistical authorities claim that the invisible exports 
are sufficient to cover the visible adverse trade balance. 
These invisible exports consist of shipping freights, 
dividends on foreign investments, receipts from tourist 
trafic, Italian loans floated abroad, remittances of 
[talian residents abroad and other minor items. 

The position of these invisible exports during the 
year was as follows:—As regards shipping freights, 
while the total tonnage of goods loaded and discharged 
in Italian bottoms, including coastwise traffic, was 23-8 
million tons, or about 2 million tons less than in 1929, 
freight rates were also 12 per cent. lower. In inter- 
national shipping alone there was a reduction of about 
13 per cent., which just equalised the advantage gained 
in this trade during 1929. Dividends on foreign invest- 
ments were, owing to the world crisis, at low levels. The 
receipts from tourist traffic suffered from the same 
cause, and although the number of tourists visiting 
Italy, as far as can be ascertained, was only slightly 
lower than the previous year, the proportion of de luxe 
and first-class passengers was exceedingly small. 

Emigrants’ remittances, which were so abruptly re- 
duced by about two-thirds of their total prior to 1927, 
remained exceptionally low and the total deposits re- 
ceived by the Post Office Savings Bank and the Bank 
of Naples, who are the principal recipients of remit- 
tances, amounted to only 466 million lire, as compared 
with 554 million lire in 1929 and 1,250 million lire in 
1926. 

According to the official statistics of quantities during 
1950, Italy purchased from foreign countries 25 per 
cent. less cotton fabrics, 17 per cent. less machinery 
and cotton, 10 to 12 per cent. less coal, woollens, iron 
and steel, but she increased her purchases of mineral 
oils by 12 per cent. and of grain by 5 per cent. 


Export TRADE 

On the other hand, the sales to foreign countries, 
which, as mentioned above, are made up, as to 41 per 
cent., of finished products, experienced certain notable 
reductions, foremost among which is the category of 
fashion goods (composed mostly of hats), the number 
of which was reduced by 50 per cent., followed by motor 
vehicles 40 per cent. and the quantities of wool by 20 
per cent., cotton fabrics 13 per cent., hemp and jute 
11 per cent., and silk fabrics by 5 per cent. ; on the other 
hand the trade in real silk and artificial, which together 
comprise Italy’s chief exports, and woollens was main- 
tained at the 1929 level. 

Of all Italian exports, 60 per cent. are made up of 
agricultural products, i.e., produce of agriculture, 
forests, stock or fisheries in its natural state, 20 per 
cent.; partly worked produce 13 per cent.; manutac- 
tured produce of industries deriving raw materials from 
agriculture, forests, etc., 25 per cent., and the baiance 
of 40 per cent. is comprised of other Italian industries 
not having agriculture as a basis. 


DistriBuTION OF TRADE 

In the interchange of trade between Italy and foreign 
countries, the British Empire heads the list both as the 
largest seller and buyer of Italian goods, followed by 
the United States, Germany and France. 

About 70 per cent. of Italv’s imports come from the 
following six countries, namely, the British Empire 22 
per cent. (United Kingdom alone about 10 per cent.), 
the United States 15 per cent., Germany 13 per cent., 
France 9 per cent., Argentina and Yugoslavia 4 per 
cent. each. About 64 per cent. of Italian exports g0 
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to six countries, namely, 14 per cent. to the British 
Empire (the United Kingdom alone takes 10 per cent.), 
13 per cent. to Germany, 11 per cent. to the United 
States, 10 per cent. to France, 8 and 7 per cent. to 
Switzerland and Argentina respectively. 

An analysis of the decreased imports and exports in 
1930 as compared with 1929 shows that the following 
countries were affected as regards imports, namely, 
Argentina to the extent of 50 per cent., France 32 per 
cent., the United States 30 per cent., British Empire 
20 per cent. (United Kingdom alone 19 per cent.), and 
Germany 19 per cent.—there were however increased 
imports from the following: Yugoslavia, Roumania, 
Hungary, Switzerland, Spain, the Soviet Union and 
Tunisia. As regards exports, the percentage decrease 
of goods purchased from Italy was: the United States 
and the British Kmpire 22 per cent. (United Kingdom 
alone 20 per cent.), Argentina 16 per cent., Germany 15 
per cent. and France only 5 per cent. No country 
showed increased purchases, except the Soviet Union 
for an insignificant sum. 


TRADE WITH THE British EmPIre 

Detailed statistics of the total, i.e., import and ex- 
port, trade between the British Empire and Italy are 
given in Appendix III. (See also Appendices IX. and 
\. of the Report under review.) 

From these figures it will be noted that while the 
trade for the years 1928 and 1929 totalled 6,780 million 
lire in both years, there was a drop to 5,363 million lire 
in 1930. During these three years the total trade of 
the United Kingdom amounted to 3,170 million lire for 
1928, 3,500 million lire for 1929, and 2,858 million lire 
for 1930. The components of the British Empire, after 
the United Kingdom, figure in the following order of 
importance: British India and Ceylon for 1930, 987 
million lire as against 1,586 million lire in 1929; Canada 
652 million lire as against 761 million lire; Australia can 
only be estimated at, say, 680 million lire per year. 
British South Africa 186 million lire as against 253 
million lire. 

The total value of United Kingdom sales to Italy 
after having increased the previous year by some 260 
million lire, or 14‘8 per cent., went down from 2,040 
million lire to 1,673 million lire. Her purchases like: 
wise showed a drop from 1,460 to 1,185 million lire. 
British coal forms 50 per cent. of her sales to Italy and 
over 50 per cent. of her purchases are made up of 
woollens, silk and silks, gloves, hats and haberdashery. 

As regards British India the principal imports there- 
from were raw cotton and jute, groundnuts, copra, 
linseed, rubber and hides, and the exports from Italy to 
India consisted mainly of cotton, wool and silk textiles 
and yarn, motor cars and pneumatie tyres. Imports 
from Canada were principally grain and wood pulp and 
her purchases mostly cotton, wool, silk and linen tex- 
tiles, hats and gloves. Imports from Australia were 
principally grain and wool and her purchases various 
classes of manufactured goods and fruit. Imports from 
British South Africa were confined chiefly to wool, 
frozen meat, hides and skins, and copper, and 90 per 
cent. of her purchases were in cotton, woollen and silk 
textiles and hats.

The ‘* Sant Antonio,’’ a sailing vessel with a crew of 
eight, belonging to Malta, was caught in a violent gale 
and driven on to sand banks near Catania, during the 
night of February 21, 1930. Her two boats were lost; 
in attempting to float one of them one member of the 
crew had been drowned. A little later the hull of the 
‘* Sant Antonio ’’ was submerged, and the crew, who 
by this time were in an exhausted condition, were 
obliged to seek safety in the rigging. Early in the 
morning of February 22, the attention of eight local 
fishermen was attracted to the wreck. A line attached 
to a float was drifted from the wreck. This line was 
secured by the fishermen, who had entered the sea, and 
was carried ashore, where it was passed to other people 
who had gathered on the beach. The eight fishermen 
then again entered the rough sea, and with the help of 
the line, held taut, succeeded in swimming out to the 
wreck and in bringing ashore the seven survivors.

COLOMBIAN WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
REGULATIONS 

The Department of Overseas Trade has received & 
copy of Decree No. 956 of 1931 passed by the Colom- 
bian Congress which regulates Law 33 of 1905 regard- 
ing weights and measures. The metric system is the 
official standard for all weights and measures through- 
out Colombia, but certain old Spanish measures are 
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also commonly used, and the regulations prescribe 
specifications and tolerances not only for metric 
weights and measures but also for the Spanish weights 
and measures. Weighing and measuring instruments 
are also dealt with in the Regulations. 

Article 58 of the Regulations prohibits the use, 
introduction, manufacture and sale of weights and 
measures and instruments for weighing and measuring 
which do not conform with the specifications and 
tolerances prescribed, this prohibition to come into 
force six months after publication of the Decree in 
the Official Gazette. The Decree was published in the 
Official Gazette on June 18, 1931.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS IN GREECE 


The Department of Overseas Trade have received 
from the Greek Legation in London the following note 
regarding orders for goods received by commercial! 
travellers from Greek merchants in Greece, which may 
be of interest to United Kingdom exporters whose repre- 
sentatives periodically visit that market :— 

‘* Chambers of Commerce in Greece reported re- 
cently to the Ministry of National Economy in Athens 
that several disputes, controversies and misunder- 
standings have arisen in the past, between local 
merchants and foreign firms, in connection with 
orders for goods placed by the former through com- 
mercial travellers of the latter visiting Greece. 

‘“ It has been proved by experience that most of 
these differences arose principally from the fact that 
merchants signed orders for goods on order slips or 
agreement forms printed in a language with which 
they were not acquainted, and that the conditions, 
usually stipulated on these order books, were either 
not sufficiently explained by the commercial traveller 
offering the goods or his interpreter, or totally mis- 
understood by the merchant at the time of placing 
the order. 

‘‘ With a view, therefore, to avoiding such differ- 
ences which might become detrimental to both 
parties concerned it is suggested by the Chambers 
that special recommendations should be made by the 
competent authorities abroad to commercial travellers 
visiting Greece for the purpose of securing orders, to 
have their order books printed in Greek and that all 
the conditions on which the orders are being obtained 
to be properly translated into the Greek language 
and printed on the particular slips or agreements 
which are presented to the merchant for signature.’’

RESTRICTION OF IMPORTS INTO URUGUAY 


H.M. Consul-General at Montevideo has reported 
by cable with respect to the Law recently passed with 
the object of restricting imports into Uruguay. The 
Uruguayan Government have decided to cancel the 
prohibition of imports contemplated under that Law 
and to confine themselves to a 50 per cent. increase in 
the duty upon certain classes of merchandise for one 
month dating from August 27 

H.M. Consul-General is officially informed that this 
increase will not be applied to British commerce, and 
conditions for this country will remain in statu quo 
ante.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON 

Calcutta, August 31.—During the week ended August 30 
rainfall was general in Malabar on seven days; in Konkan 
on six; in Orissa on four; in Berar and Guzerat on three; 
in the Central Provinces, Mysore, Chota Nagpur and 
Rajputana on two; and in Assam, Burma, Bengal, Central 
India, the Central Provinces and the Punjab on one day. 

On August 26 the monsoon was weak in the interior of 
the Peninsula and most of North-East India. 


Crop CONDITIONS 

Madras, August 22.—Rainfall has been very heavy on 
the West Coast and moderate in parts of the Circars. The 
condition of standing crops is fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, August 24.—There has been heavy 
rain in Cuttack, Balasore, Puri and Singbhum. Standing 
crops, including sugar cane, are in good condition. Paddy 
has suffered in Bhagalpur from the flooding of the Kosi 
River. All rivers are flooded in Cuttack and crops are 
under water. The condition of jute is fair to good except 
in Balasore. 

United Provinces, August 22.—Rainfall has been mostly 
good. The condition of standing crops is good and the 
prospects favourable. 

Bombay, August 29.—There has been excessive rain in 
the Panchmahals and Kaira districts of Guzerat; elsewhere 


in the Presidency rainfall has been sufficient: The crop 
outlook is good. In Sind rainfall has been negligible; 


crops are doing well except for wilt on cotton in the 
district of Jamrao and grasshoppers on rice in the district 
of Larkana. 

Punjab, August 24.—Rainfall has been very heavy in 
the plains, the maximum being 7-20 inches and _ the 
minimum 0-02 in. ‘The rain has been beneficial to crops, 
the condiition of which is average to good. 

Central Provinces, August 24.—The weather has heen 
cloudy and rainy, the rainfall mostly being heavy. 

Bengal, August 26.—There has been light to moderate 
rain. The transplantation of winter seedlings has con- 
tinued, except in the flooded districts of East and North 
Bengal. The harvesting of jute and autumn crops is pro- 
gressing in Kast and North Bengal and has commenced in 
West Bengal, where the floods are subsiding. 

Assam, August 31.—The weather has been seasonable. 
More rain is needed for transplanting rice. Crop out- 
turns and prospects are good.

CANADA 
DAIRY FACTORIES IN 1930 

(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in a Preliminary 
Report on the Production of Dairy F actories in Canada in 
1930 indicates an output value amounting to 127,184,513 
dollars, as compared with 141,389,997 dols. in 1929 and 
144,373,614 dols. in 1928. The decreased value is due to the 
lower average prices for butter and cheese. The factories 
produced last year 187,151,247 lbs. of creamery butter,

valued at 57,177,798 dols., an increase in quantity during 
the year of 16,341,017 Ibs., corresponding with a decline in 
value amounting to 8,751,984 dols. In quantity, the 
creamery butter output is a record one, exceeding the total 
for 1924 by over 8,000,000 lbs. The average price per lb. for 
creamery butter last year was 30:55 cents, compared with 
38-60 cents in 1929, and 33-82 cents in 1924. 


The production of factory cheese in 1930 totalled 
118,919,558 lbs., representing little change as compared with 
the 118,746,286 lbs. turned out in 1929. The value of the 
1930 make was 18,105,447 dols., as compared with 21,471,330 
dols. in 1929, the decline in value being due to the average 
price having dropped from 18-08 cents per lb. in 1929 to 
15-22 cents in 1930. 


The value of condensed and evaporated milk, milk powder 
and other concentrated milk products in 1930 was 10,039,369 
dols., as compared with 10,485,739 dols. in the preceding 
year. Increases in quantity are shown for evaporated milk 
and milk powder and decreased production for condensed 
milk. Prices did not vary much in the two-year period. 


Ice cream produced in dairy factories in 1930 totalled 
7,134,013 gallons. Whole milk sold by dairy factories 
amounted to 44,927,386 gallons, and there was also marketed 
cream with a butter fat content of 16,757,368 Ibs. 


The number of dairy factories in operation last year in 
Canada was 2,719, a decrease of 78, the total comprising 
1,200 creameries, 1,202 cheese factories, 291 combined butter 
and cheese factories and 26 concentrated milk plants. 


Export TRADE 


The total value of dairy products exported from Canada 
last year was 19,361,231 dols., as compared with 28,398,549 
dols. in 1929 and 36,230,617 dols. in 1928. The largest single 
item in the export of dairy products is cheese, which had an 
export in 1930 of 80,163,700 Ibs., valued at 13,207,021 dols. 
The item of cream is next in importance, with an export in 
1930 valued at two and a half million dols. Considerable 
guantities of concentrated milk products also are exported, 
as well as a small quantity of butter and some whole milk. 


The imports of dairy products in 1930 were valued at 
12,975,208 dols., of which the imports of butter accounted 
for 12,393,662 dols., or 95} per cent. 


CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that imports and exports during June last were valued at 
£112,993 and £87,395 respectively, as compared with the five 
years’ average for June (1926-30) of £127,360 and £113,828 
respectively. 


Imports, as compared with June, 1930, showed a total in- 
crease of £26,859; on the other hand there was a decrease of 
£14,760 as compared with May. The value of the principal 
domestic exports showed a substantial advance over both 
June, 1930, and May, 1931; there was, however, a decline 
under ‘‘ other articles’’ exported, which lowered the total 
value in comparison with both June, 1930, and May, 1931. 
For the first half of the current year the following were the 
values of imports and exports as compared with the same

FOREIGN TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR 


According to figures furnished by the Finnish Consulate- 
General in London imports and exports during the period 
under review were valued at £8,118,885 and £9,271,611, as 
compared with £12,262,113 and £12,011,858 respectively in 
the first half of 1930. It will be seen that the adverse trade 
balance at the end of June, 1930, which amounted to 
£250,255, has during the six months ended June 30 last been 
turned into a tavourable one to the extent of £1,152,726. 
During the first half of 1929 and 1928 the unfavourable trade 
balance totalled 5,877,650 and £9,066,051 respectively.

FRANCE 


DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 


(From the British Embassy) 
PaRIs. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that, in 
the first six months of the year, the value of imports from 
Great Britain amounted to 2,108 million francs, as against 
2,841 million frs. in the first half of 1930, a decrease of 733 
million frs. There was a rise in imports from Canada, 
Denmark, Spain, Greece, Holland, Poland, Portugal, Argen- 
tina, Roumania and Czechoslovakia, but a fall in those from 
all other foreign countries separately classified in the 
returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the period 
under review amounted to 2,633 million frs., as compared 
with 3,573 million frs. in the corresponding months of 1930, 
a decrease of 940 million frs. There was a rise in French 
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exports to China, Poland, Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia, 
but a fall in those to all other countries separately 
classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries in the 
first six months of 1931 amounted to 20,278 million frs., as 
against 23,931 million frs. in the corresponding half of 1930, 
a decrease of 3,653 million frs. French exports to foreign 
countries totalled 12,538 million frs., as against 17,921 mil- 
lion frs., a decrease of 5,383 million frs. The value of 
imports into France from French colonies and protectorates 
was 2,923 million frs., as against 2,901 million frs., an in- 
crease of 22 million frs., and that of exports to them 3,696 
million frs., as against 4,706 million frs., a decrease of 1,010 
million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries in the first six 
months of 1931 consequently showed an unfavourable balance 
of 7,740 million frs., as against one of 6,010 million frs. in 
the first six months of 1930. The trade with her colonies and 
protectorates showed a favourable balance of 773 million 
frs., as compared with one of 1,805 million frs.

German foreign trade in July was greatly influenced by 
the financial crisis. On the one hand was the urge to 
export and on the other to restrict imports as much as 
possible. The actual imports were less by 69 million mks. 
than in the previous month. This was mainly accounted 
tor by reduced imports of raw materials, — 40 million 
mks., and finished goods and toodstuffs, — 12 million mks. 
Imports are shown as 563 million mks., but of this figure 
25 million mks. represent Customs accounts collected in 
July for goods imported in the previous three months. 


The official figures of the import of foodstuffs do not give 
a correct picture of the real conditions. According to the 
statistics there was an increase of 900,000 mks., but 
actually, as stated by the Statistical Office itself, there was 
a decrease of about 12 million mks. The difference is 
accounted for by the Customs collection of accounts, which 
are included in the official July figures. <A_ particular 
example of this was the import of barley, which was given 
as having advanced by 12 million mks., whereas it only 
actually increased by 4 million mks. The German press 
remarks that it is in the import of foodstuffs that the 
worsening of Germany’s standard of living, as a result of 
the crisis, can be seen. ‘The imports of vegetables fell by 
56 million mks., eggs by 5-5 million mks., fruit by 3-2 
million mks., and potatoes by 1-8 million mks. Difficulty 
in obtaining foreign currency has, of course, played its 
part in the import restriction, and such difficulty will 
determine the future development of Germany’s imports. 
The effects of the crisis were also noticeable in the figures of 
the imports of raw materials. In this group a seasonal 
improvement might have been expected, but in fact, a fall 
of not less than 40 million mks. took place. That this was 
due to the crisis is shown by the fact that of this figure 
14 million mks. represents the decline in textile raw 
materials, of which wool accounted for 12 million mks. The 
decline in the import of hides by 3 million mks. is also a 
sign of the crisis. The import of manufactured articles 
fell heavily, the decline, in reality, being greater by over 
8 million mks. than the 8-5 million mks. decrease shown by 
the statistics, the difference being accounted for by the

collection of Customs accounts on already imported 
textures. 

Export TRADE 
Exports of goods increased from 713 to 792 million mks.,, 
in addition to which the exports of reparations in kind 


amounted to 35 million mks. The surplus of exports over 


imports, including reparation deliveries, amounted to 289 
million mks., which is an increase on the export surplus of 
June of 150 million mks. This state of affairs is remarkable 
in more ways than one. A seasonal increase in exports is 
expected in July, but the advance which took place greatly 
exceeded such a seasonal increase. This applies particularly 
to the export of finished goods, which rose by 75 million 
mks., and is all the more remarkable in that the increase 
took place at a time of deepest world depression. This 
export improvement was not achieved by means of price 
sacrifices, for, according to the Statistical Office, the prices 
for the exported goods have only fallen by one per cent. 
compared with the previous month. [n this connection it 
must be remembered that the German export in manufac- 
tured articles, by its nature, is not affected so much by 
world depression as the export of other lands, as a very 
large part of this German export consists of installations 
which, experience shows, are not influenced so strongly in 
a crisis. It is not, therefore, surprising, that the greater 
part of the increase in manufactured articles was due to 
non-electrical machines, + 22 million mks., of which not 
less than 16 million mks. were machine tools. The export 
of both electro-technical products and iron goods advanced 
by 7 million mks., and there were also increases in the 
exports of chemicals, + 10 million mks., of which 5 million 
mks. were for sulphate of potash, paper, + 4 million mks., 
and textiles, + 9 million mks. The export of clothing and 
underclothing declined, however, by 3 million mks. It is 
noteworthy that although the import of foodstuffs declined, 
the exports of foodstuffs increased by 6 million mks. ‘This 
increase was due almost wholly to larger sales of margarine, 
and vegetable oils and fats, + 5 million mks., but whether 
any of these were re-exports is not clear. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES 

Reparation deliveries in kind are shown at 35 million 
mks., an increase of 2 million mks. on the June figure. As 
a result of the London Agreement on the Hoover plan these 
deliveries will be greatly reduced in future. Whether and 
how far the cancelled deliveries on reparation account can 
be turned into free deliveries on order from the open market 
remains to be seen. 

The German press regards the future of Germany’s 
foreign trade as very uncertain; Germany must increase 
her exports in order to improve her holding of foreign 
currency, but how far the “ stand-still’’ negotiations and 
the problems connected with them will adversely affect 
foreign export is not yet clear, nor has a solution been 
found as to how to finance Germany’s export trade.

The complete text of the Notice is as follows: 

It is hereby notified for public information that, 
owing to the abnormal economic conditions at present 
existing, the Minister of Customs has decided, in the 
meantime, to cancel the notification respecting dump- 
ing duties which was published in the New Zealand 
Gazette on July 6, 1922.* 

In future, the Minister reserves the right until 
further notice to impose dumping duty (where leviable) 
under Section 11 of the Customs Amendment Act, 1921, 
on goods of a class or kind produced in New Zealand, 
immediately upon the importation of the same without 
further notice. 

[n the administration of the provisions of the Section 
referred to every endeavour will be made to cause as 
little inconvenience as possible to importers and others 
concerned. 


CUSTOMS AND EXCISE TARIFF 
MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 6 (pages 169-170) respecting the 
changes in the New Zealand Customs and Excise Tariffs 
which came into operation on July 31, the High Com- 
missioner for New Zealand in London states that he has 
received cabled advice from the Controller of Customs, 
Wellington, to the effect that the increased Customs duties 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem under the British Preferential 
Tariff and 25 per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff, 
imposed on silk piece-goods, apply also to imitation silk and 
artificial silk piece-goods. Prior to July 31, all such goods 
were duty-free under the British Preferential Tariff and 
dutiable at 15 per cent. ad valorem under the General 
Tariff (Tariff item No. 180). 


NIGERIA 
EXPORT OF TIN 
Order No. 29 of 1931, dated July 24, made under the Tin 
(Ixport from Nigeria) Ordinance, 1931, prohibits the export 
from Nigeria of tin and tin ore, except under licence. 
The Order is to apply to the Colony and Protectorate 
(including the British Cameroons). 


TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
IMPORTATION OF STOUT 


A Proclamation of the Governor dated July 31 prohibits, 
except under a permit granted by the Governor (the issue 
of which shall be discretionary), the importation of stout 
unless brewed from worts of an original gravity of not less 
than 1065 degrees.

ARGENTINA 
TARIFF VALUATIONS: TARIFF ALTERATIONS 
In the ‘“ B.T.J.’ for August 20 (pages 241-2) particulars 
were given of an Argentine Decree which fixed valuations

H.M. Representative at Buenos 
Aires reports that this surtax is to be applied only to 
textiles packed in bales (fardos). 


The Decree was published on July 31 and came into 
force on August 31.

BRAZIL 


MARKING OF TEXTILES; DUTY-FREE 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN MACHINERY AND 
APPARATUS 

In the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ for May 28 (p. 705) particulars were 
given of a Decree providing for the compulsory marking of 
all kinds of textiles manufactured in Brazil in such a manner 
that their national origin could be recognised immediately. 
A further Decree has now been issued amending in some 
respects the provisions of the original Decree. A summary of 
the revised regulations is given below. 

All textiles of Brazilian manufacture, except those of 
jute, must be marked by the manufacturer so that their 
national origin may be easily recognised. The marking 
must be effected by decalcomania transfers or stamps with 
the words ‘‘ Industria Brasileira,’’ or these words may be 
woven into the selvedge. Alternatively, the distinctive 
marking may consist of three clearly visible threads through- 
out the selvedge coloured green, yellow and blue. 

In the case of made-up wares, knitted goods, laces, etc., 
tickets may be used bearing stripes in the three colours 
green, yellow and blue, and the distinguishing mark 
‘‘Tndustria Brasileira.” 

Imported textiles must not contain any of the distinguish- 
ing marks described above; textiles containing such marks 
will not be allowed to enter the country. 

It is also provided that machines and apparatus for the 
marking of textiles and made-up goods, transfers in rolls or 
sheets, marking ribbons, clichés and special stamps may be 
imported duty free when destined exclusively for fulfilling 
the requirements of this Decree.

171 Vintage must and fresh grape juice, not fermented or 
partly fermented, the fermentation of which has 
been stopped otherwise than by alcohol, or the fer- 
mentation of which has not been stopped, even if 
pasteurised. 

171 bis. Wines (other than ‘‘ vins de liqueur ’’ and the like), 
derived exclusively from the fermentation of fresh 
grapes or fresh grape juice. 

Ministerial Decrees (dated August 27) were published in 
the same issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ containing the 
following provisions as to the limitation of import :— 

Timber.—As regards the products covered in (1) Tariff 
Nos. 128, 128 bis and 133, and (2) Tariff Nos. 597 and 600, 
the quotas referred to in the Presidential Decree of 
August 27 are fixed for each of the two categories of pro- 
ducts at a global figure calculated from the average of the 
annual imports of foreign wood during the five latest 
normal years. These quotas shall be applied (décompté) as 
from January 1, 1931. Partial quotas may be reserved for 
certain countries in view of special deliveries. 

Goods proved to have been despatched direct to France 
before any suspension of imports consequent upon the 
exhaustion of the quota shall be allowed to be imported. 

Wine and Wine Must.—For the products covered by 
Tariff Nos. 170 and 171 bis, the quotas referred to in the 
Presidential Decree of August 27 are fixed, respectively, 
for each year, at the total figure representing the average 
imports of foreign wine during the last five years. From 
this quota, 325,000 hectolitres (including must) is reserved 
for Greece and 250,000 hectolitres for Italy. The quotas 
are applied (décompfé) for all countries as from the coming 
into force of the Law of March 31, 1931,* except as regards 
the quota for Greece, which starts from April 1, 1931 
(No. 171) and April 17, 1931 (No. 171 bis) and the quota for 
Italy, which starts from May 19, 1931. 


GREECE 
MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 
H.M. Minister at Athens has forwarded particulars of 
two Decrees dated July 17, published in the Greek ‘‘ Official

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of an Order dated July 11, and 
effective as from August 1, which revises the regulations 
relating to the levy of manipulation and “‘ accidence ”’ fees 
on imported, exported and transit goods. 

The manipulation fee on imports, which is leviable at the 
time of Customs clearance, is generally at the rate of 10 per 
cent. of the Customs duty in the case of dutiable goods; 
the fee amounting to 20 per cent. of the Customs duty on 
special consignments arriving by train, on postal consign- 
ments, and on consignments arriving by air. In the case of 
goods free of Customs duty the fee is levied at specific rates, 
generally at the rate of 15 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross weight, 
being increased to 30 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross weight in the 
case of certain corn, vegetables, raw hides, timber, 
vegetable fibres and wool, animal hair and down, and 
amounting to 1 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross weight in the case of 
unground Thomas slag, phosphorites, iron ore and scrap 
iron and steel. The minimum fee amounts to 50 gr. on each 
consignment. 

An ‘‘ accidence ’’ fee is leviable in respect of consignments 
incompletely declared at the proper time and amounts to 
10 per cent. of the Customs duty in the case of dutiable 
goods, and 0-5 per cent. ad valerem in the case of goods 
exempt from Customs duty. 

Manipulation fees and accidence fees are not charged in 
certain cases, e.g., on cotton, wool, animal hair and down 
imported through Danzig or Gdynia, fuel, goods imported 
in error, goods exempted from Customs duty under the 
Customs regulations, and duty-free goods imported by air. 

On goods imported into Poland, in respect of which an 
import licence is required, a special fee is leviable amount- 
ing to 0-6 per cent. of the internal value of the goods, such 
ralue to be determined by the Minister of Finance, with a 
minimum charge of 1 zloty. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period September 1-10 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 117-11 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the rem: Lining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, how- 
ever, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


URUGUAY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: TARIFF INCREASES 


H.M. Representative at Montevideo reports, by tele 
graph, that a Law has recently been passed and pro 
mulgated for a period of one month, authorising the 
Government to prohibit the importation of certain classes 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


of goods into Uruguay. The National Council is 
empowered— 

(a) as an alternative to prohibition, to limit imports 
within the ‘ prohibited ”’ classes to 30 per cent. 
of imports in 1930, increasing the Customs duties 
up to 100 per cent. ; 

(b) as a special measure, to increase the import duties 
up to 100 per cent. on products and goods from 
countries which do not offer reciprocity ; 

(c) to limit imports of goods not within the ‘“ prohi- 
bited ’’ classes to 70 per cent. of the imports 
during 1930, and for this purpose to increase the 
import duties up to 100 per cent. ; 

(J) to authorise purchases abroad of ‘“ prohibited ”’ 
goods in countries granting facilities of an 
economic or financial nature, and in the same way 
to authorise importers and exporters to deal in 
‘‘ prohibited ’’ goods, under State control; 

(ce) to grant, in exceptional cases, special permits for 
imports when goods do not exist in the local 
market or cannot be manufactured in Uruguay 
and are required for internal consumption. _ 


The articles covered by the prohibition authorised by the 
Law are reported by H.M. Representative to include the 
following :— 

Furniture, dry goods and fancy goods paying the ad 
vulorem import duty of 48 per cent., and similar made- 
up goods paying the same rate of duty, and made-up 
silk goods and mixtures paying specific rates of duty, 
woollen cashmeres, silk cloths, cotton cloths and their 
respective mixtures, hats, footwear, jewellery, wireless 
apparatus, musical instruments, motor cars and acces- 
sories, clay, porcelain and glass goods, firearms, pre- 
serves, certain groceries, vegetables, perfumery, toilet 
articles, denatured oils, paraffin, meat and hides. 


From later telegraphic reports it is understood that the 
Uruguayan Government have not imposed the prohibition 
contemplated or authorised by the Law, but have confined 
their action to increasing by 50 per cent., for one month 
dating from August 17, the Customs import duties on the 
goods referred to in the preceding paragraph.

Proposed Tariff Changes 


AUSTRALIA 
ENQUIRIES REFERRED TO TARIFF BOARD 


Among the matters which have recently been reterred to 
the Commonwealth Tariff Board for enquiry are requests 
for increased duties on coke, electric fans of the household 
type and pencils of wood. The Tariff Board have also been 
requested to enquire into the question of the cancellation 
of the By-law provision under which residual and solar oils 
and crude petroleum are admitted free of duty for use as 
uel and, in the event of cancellation of the By-law pro- 
vision being recommended, as to the rates of duty which 
would be necessary on residual and solar oils and crude 
petroleum imported for use as fuel in order to ensure the 
use of coal instead of such oils. 





COSTA RICA 
PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES 

H.M. Consul at San Jose reports that proposals are under 
consideration for an increase in the Customs duties on 
certain goods imported into Costa Rica. The principal 
goods affected are:—Petrol, matches, pneumatic tyres and 
tubes, cinematograph films, photographic apparatus, 
gramophones and records therefor, wireless apparatus, resin 
and tallow, silk and rayon fabrics, ready-made clothing of 
all kinds; galvanised iron, rope, lard and wheat flour. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
PROPOSED INCREASE OF CUSTOMS SURTAX 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.” of Febru- 
ary 19, page 246, regarding the levy of a surtax of 10 per 
cent. on imports (with certain exceptions) into the Nether- 
lands East Indies during the year 1931, the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at the Hague reports that a 
Bill has been laid before the Volksraad to provide for the 
increase of the surtax to 20 per cent. for 1932/3.
